WASHINGTON, (NANA) — 
| secret White House conference 
was authoritatively learned today, 
| divulged the amazing fact that while 
the oi] industry and farmers are 
| desperately in need of steel piping 
the U. S. maritime commission ts 
disposing of millions of feet of such 
tubing to be smashed up and sold as 
scrap fron 

The conference was called by Dr 
John R. Steelman, economic assis- 
tant to President Truman, in res- 
ponse to widespread demands for 
measures to alleviate the acute pip- 
ing shortage 

Lack of tubing has been the chief 
| factor in seriously limiting develop- 
ment of new U,. S. oil resources for 
several years. Oil leaders have been 
urgently clamoring for piping for 
some time. In recent months, farm 
| leaders in a number of states have 
joined in this demand on the ground 
that lack of tubing is gravely im- 
pairing irrigation and other water 
supply facilities. Cattle raisers, par- 
ticularly, have been hard hit 

Conference Called 


Dr. Steelman called the White 
House conference at the insistence 
of Sen. Edward Martin (R. Perm.) 
chairman of the senate smal! busin- 
ess steel subcommittee, that govern- 
|; ment agencies be canvassed for 
stocks of surplus wartime tubing

sent, although it has billions of 
dollars worth of surplus goods un- 
der its jurisdiction. 

Army and navy spokesmen flatly 
declined to make any tubing avail- 
able. They claimed their stocks were 
at minimum levels, and could not 
be further reduced without jeopar- 
dizing military .requirements 

The extraordinary disclosure that 
the maritime commission is selling 
millions of feet of steel piping for 
scrap was made by F. E. Hickey of 
the commission's reserve fleet 
division 

He stated that the commission is 
dismantling 300 merchant ships and 
a number of discarded auxiliary 
aircraft carriers. Asked how much 
steel tubing could be salvaged from 
these vessels, Hickey, after a rapid 
calculat ton on the back of an enve- 
lope, estimated the amount at over 
3,000, 000 feet

Hickey explained that this re- 
quirement was enacted by congress 
to prevent junk dealers from buying 
discarded vessels at scrap prices and 
then salvaging their equipment for 
resale as usable supplies. Hickey 
declared that ships can be sold for 
scrap for as little as $1,500, while 
vessels sold for salvage range in 
price from $10,000 up

the conference. It adjourned follow- 
ing a statement by Ro 
assistant to Dr. Steelm
